Good Farm Advice 
For This or Any Year 


Walter S. Brown, associate director of the 
Agricultural Extension Service, has suggested 
seven rules for making the best use of farm 
resources in 1952. These are based upon the 
high costs of producing farm crops and would 
apply, as good economic doctrine, to any other 
year with equal value. 

Georgia has made great strides in agricul- 
ture and in overcoming a one-crop economy 
which led to impoverishment. New. problems 
have appeared, however, in increasing costs of 
production which can be overcome only 
through volume yields and increased output 
per acre and per man. 

Mr. Brown’s suggestions are recommended 
for every Georgia farmer's consideration. 
They follow: 

1. Produce high yields of all crops. 

2. Considering the land, labor, and equip- 
ment available, balance livestock and crop 
enterprises. 

3. Study the Lahoe supply situation and the 
amount of extra labor that can be obtained 
for peak loads. 

4. Arrange for fertilizer needs in advance, 
and plan to use plenty of fertilizer materials. 

5. Review the farm equipment situation, 
considering what is available, what can be 
obtained and how much will be needed. 

6. Arrange for the use of pesticides to 
keep down crop damage. 

7. Strive to make as complete use of land 
as possible.

Making Better Drivers 
Through Youth Training 


The second of Keeler McCartney’s feature 
stories in The Constitution’ s highway safety 
campaign sets forth State Patrol statistics to 
show that a fifth of the Georgians operating 
automobiles are poor drivers. 

These potential killers ignore the traffic 
signs, they ignore the rules of the road, they 
ignore the rights of others. 

They go recklessly and ruthlessly, too 
often reekingly, on their way, taking an aver- 
age daily toll of 100 automobiles smashed, 
*20 persons hurt and three persons killed. 

What are we going to do about it? 

First, we must keep off the highway those 
drivers who have proved they are unfit to 
hold the privilege. This goal can be attained 
by taking away from persistent offenders the 
permit to drive, by putting in prison those 
who flagrantly abuse the right until they 
become actual highway murderers. 

Second, we must use a closer screen in 
issuing licenses, thus to eliminate the men- 
tally and physically unfit. 

In the -third place, we must recognize 
that operating a car is neither an inherent 
right nor an innate talent. 

We must teach driving in the schools so 
‘'that young people acquire, not just the me- 
chanical skill it takes to drive a car, but a 
thorough knowledge of the rules of the road 
and a genuine respect for the rights of others. 

Gedrgia had made a good start in its 
driver training program and then some of fhe 
schools slipped back because of the expense. 

Last week in endorsing The Constitution’s 
safety campaign, the State Board of Educa- 
tion urged schools to add driver training to 
the course of study. 

Classes in driving should indeed be an in- 
tegral part of the curriculum.

makes us wonder if we have yet grasped the 
extent of the struggle in which we are en- 
gaged. Charges of waste, slowness in get- 
ting the fighting equipment we and our allies 
need, the fact that Soviet aircraft and other 
production still exceeds ours (a fact being 
proved over Korea), proves we are rfot yet 
fully aware of the challenge. 

On every front we are being challenged— 
militarily, ideologically, commercially, cul- 
turally—to prove our right to remain free 
people. To win will require the best that’s 
in us. We must not let the Communists ac- 
complish their purpose through military de- 
struction nor must we let them force us to 
destroy ourselves through waste of our re- 
sources and funds. 

The battle is joined. The attack must be 
met in every field. If we fail to meet it, we 
can very well learn firsthand the truth of 
that Chinese saying, “The more you sweat iw 
peace, the less you bleed in war.’

We Still Have 
A Long Way To Go 


Statistics can be very dull. However, if 
one goes behind the figures to analyze their 
meaning, they can be very exciting indeed. 

For instance, census reports recently re- 
leased by the Department of Commerce's 
Atlanta office reveal that the total popula- 
tion of the seven Southeastern states grew 
from 18,425,162 to 20,927,214, or 13.5 per cent 
in the last decade. However, the urban popu- 
Jation increased 51.8 per cent,’or from 5,875,- 
914 to 8,920,060—exceeding that of the na- 
tion by some 20 per cent. 

What do these figures mean? They indi- 
cate clearly that the Southeast is rapidly 
moving from an agricultural to a balanced 
economy in which industry and business are 
absorbing those people displaced by mecha- 
nization of farms and by the transition from 
cotton farming to other agricultural produc- 
tion which requires less labor—notably live- 
stock. 

Another significant figure shows that the 
nonwhite population of the region rose 1.9 
per cent, from 5,961,191 te 6,075,902—far less 
than the b5.1 per cént increase recorded for 
the mation. This reveals a growing diffusion 
of nonwhites, a fact which can mean a less- 
ening of tensions and problems in the South- 
east by shifting the concentration more 
evenly throughout the nation. 

Also exciting are figures which show that 
the region led the nation in percentage in- 
crease in manufacturing. The number of 
plants increased from 14,931 to 23,683, a 
jump of 58.6 per cent, while the advance for 
the nation was only 38.6. This growth, of 
course, must be looked at from the position 
the section held at the beginning of the 
decade. In other words, the Southeast was 
far behind the industrial development of the 
rest of the country. 

Wages and salaries in the Southeast rose 
312 per cent with a total of $3,491,129,000 
paid in 1950. The national percentage in- 
crease was 266.7 per cent. Although this in- 
crease is phenomenal, we’ must remember 
that per capita incomes in the Southeast still 

lag far behind the national average and that 
despite the dynamic progress, we still have a 
long way to go.

what seems to be the most interesting passage 
in the new book just out on President Truman is that which deals 


with retirement and his 


suggested third-term plans. 


Though 


nothing was said to close the door completely in either direction, 
the remarks attributed to the President have left a strong im- 
pression that he is not thinking of Decoming a candidate to suc- 


ceed himself. 

In the book, “Mr. President,” 
written by William Hillman in 
close collaboration with the 
White House, the Chief Execu- 
tive hits at the doctrine of the 
“indispensable man,” saying 
there is no such man in a 
democracy. He uses a quota- 
tion from Plutarch on the re- 
tirement of Lucullus, who lived 
from 110 B. C, to 57 or 58 B: C., 
going on to say that “The ad- 
ministration of public affairs 
has, like other things, its proper 
term, and statesmen as well as 
wrestlers will break down, when 
strength and youth fail.” 


Continuing with the same 
quotation, the President said 
further: “Better ... had it 
been for Cicero, after Cati- 
line’s conspiracy, to have re- 
tired and grown old, and for 
Scipio, after his Numantine 
and Carthagian conquests, to 
have sat down contented.” 


Writing a review of the Hill- 
man book for the Saturday Re- 
view of Literature, Jonathan 
Daniels, Raleigh editor and 
himself a White House biog- 
rapher, sees enough ,in the pas- 
sage to convince him that Mr.

Most Georgia fish ponds are 
about two-three acres in size, 
plenty big enough, the State 
Game and Fish Commission says, 
to provide fish the year ’round, 
and not just for the owner’s fam- 
ily, but for the families of his 
friends, too. More important than 
size is keeping the pond well fer- 
tilized, since the problem with 
the great majority of private 
ponds is providing enough food 
to keep the fish growing. 


Costs of fish ponds vary greatly, 
depending on the pond size wanted, 


the length and width of the dam, | 


and the difficulty of clearing the 
site, and the final bill may run 
from four or five hundred dollars 
to several thousands. 


In any case it is important to 
choose a site which meets two re- 
quirements: A good water supply, 
and a good soil base. An artesian 
well or a branch that runs year 


’round, or very nearly so, will take | 


care of the water supply, while a} 
clay or lime soil base is best, since | 
such soils hold water well. 

There are plenty of angles in- 
volved in pond construction and 
the best idea is,to get the ad- 
vice of your county agent or soil 
conservation man from start to 
finish. 

But whatever time, money, and 
trouble it costs, the satisfaction 
you'll get out of having your own 
place to fish in makes it worth it.

Everyone Is Rich 
In Our America 


Since most of us are stay-at-home Americans with little oppor- 
tunity to see how people live in the other parts of the world, it’s good 
for us to receive visits from a man like Athanase G. Politis, Greece's 


ambassador to the United States. 


Greeks, as Mr. Politis pointed out, have been historically a free- 
dom-loving people. They’ve fought their battles for freedom so many 
times they have no idea of giving it up—and yet he was peculiarly 
impressed by this same characteristic in Americans. 

“No American is really poor,’’ said Mr. Politis. ‘‘He can say 


what he pleases, be what he chooses.” 


In Washington the ambassador has enjoyed talking to waitresses, 
taxicab drivers, barbers and janitorial employees because it enter- 


tains him to hear them sound off on politics. 
“They work for a living,’”’ he pointed out. 


‘‘But nobody tells 


them how to vote. To be able to differ is to be rich.’’ 
For five years Mr. Politis lived in Russia, and he came away 
rejoicing that in some parts of the world material goods are not 


sharply divided according to a caste system. 


We hadn’t thought much about this before talking to Mr. Politis 
If anybody had mentioned it we might have grieved a little that we 
haven’t been able to pick up any, diamond tiaras at Tiffany’s lately. 
But in Russia a working man is denied the privilege of buying 
white bread—even if he likes it and happens to have the money for it. 
“Here, you shop where you please, buy what you can afford,” 
Mr. Politis pointed out and suddenly we remembered the cheer- 
ful democracy of the super market with the old odd-job man who 
lives on the alley bumping baskets with the northside matron whose 


chauffeur will pick her uv presently. 


Mr. Politis had other things to say about cherished democratic 


institutions. 


‘“‘The real backbone of any society is the family,’’ he said. ‘‘When- 
ever family ties get loose, the moral standards of the people dete- 


riorate and their society suffers. 


“When the largest numbers of Greek immigrants came to the 
«United States around the end of the 19th century and the beginning 
of the 20th century they found in this new land a deeply religious 
and God-fearing society, similar to that from which they had de- 
parted; a. society dedicated to its shrines, considering its religious 
beliefs and the sanctity of family ties as cornerstones of its civili- 


zations.’’

-It’s a nice picture Mr. Politis has shown us of our country and it’s 


pleasant to be able to stand off and look at it through his eyes. 
The only danger, of course, is that we might get so lost in con- 
templating its charms that we overlook imperfections.

Any furnace, burner, heater, 
lamp or stove that burns fuel— 
coal, coke, charcoal, wood, oil, 
kerosene, gasoline, natural, arti- 
ficial or bottled gas may, under 
certain conditions, give off odor- 
less, colorless but deadly carbon 
monoxide—and a person who 
breathes for a few minutes air 
containing only two parts of this 
colorless, odorless gas per thou- 
sand quickly becomes powerless 
and unconscious; three parts per 
thousand will kill in a few min- 
utes if the victim is not rescued. 

Conditions that favor the for- 
mation of carbon monoxide gas 
by lamp or heater are (1) insuffi- 
cient draft or closed damper and 
(2) impingement of the flame on 
a badly sooted surface.
